a flexible cord forming a plurality of adjustable interconnected hanging loops for 
slidingly engaging a double hook -easel , aff i xed to a wal l th e p i ctur e d i splay dov i co has 

a picture back configured to bo attach e d to tho pictur e d i sp l ay d e v i ce , said back 
having a series of apertures there-through in which the flexible cord is threaded, said 
cord being affixed to the back at at least one end thereof and forming the adjustable 
loops between pairs of adjacent apertures such that the loops are used for engaging the 
double hook-easel when affixed to a walk; 

the double hook-easel is configured to be removably attached to the picture back 
to form an easel flap for holding the picture display device in an upright orientation on a 
horizontal surface and to be removably attached to a wall to form a hanger for engaging 
the loops for hanging the picture display device therefrom. 
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3. The picture display device of claim 2 1^ wherein the comb i n e d double hook : 
easel and oas e l flap has an r e c e ss or aperture for securing the display device on a the 
horizontal surface. 

4. The doub le hook and oosol back picture display device of claim 2 1 wherein it 
the double hook-easel is configured to have slots for affixing it to a wall using fasteners , 
thereby providing a m e asur e of means for horizontal positioning. 

5. The picture display device of claim 1 , wherein the back is configured to have a 
means for inserting and removing a picture without removing the back. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach nor suggest a picture display device comprising a back with a 
cord forming a plurality of loops and an double hook-easel member attachable to the 
back to form a easel flap and attachable to a wall so that the device can be hung form 
the loops on the back.
